1. Insert compressed moisture sensitive expandable
sponge into nasal cavity parallel to floor of nose or
over the turbinate where gentle pressure is needed.
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1 lh average case, one pack is needed on each
side and the packs should be removed within
twenty-four(24) hours. More packs can be used
when the airway is larger than normal.
